Tbo disgraceful affair of last night is 


nothing that we have nothttd reason to ex- 
pect. Newport is cursed with a set of row- 
dies lhat would make the "boys" of North 
Street and the Bowery blush. 
They are 


not only a nuisance and a pest here, but 
their deeds get abroad and give the city a 
bad nr.tne. It is said by many well In- 
formed persons that Newport has more 
roughs in proportion to Us population than 
has New York, audit is high time that 
something energetic was done under Ihe 
circumstances. 


A great deal of ignorant complaint 


made against the police. 
The , trouble is 


not there. Tbe police are all right as lar as 
they go but there are not enough of them. 
Just consider the inatler. The city contains 
about fourteen thousand inhabitants, and ia 
spread out over a good deal of ground. The 
police force consists of a marshal, a captain 
and fifteen men. 
There aro only tLree 


men to be put on duty in the whole city. 
In the night there arc two reliefs of six men 
each. 
But what aro six men scattered all 


over this city ? Of course a row will never 
be begun In the presence (fan officer, and 
because an officer is not present at the in- 
ception of trouble a great many people 
make senseless remares about tbe police 
never being where they are wanted.— 
When an officer does come across a fight he 
is only one man against a crowd, and 
he 


knows, as the rowdies als* very well know, 
lhat there are only five other officers on 
duty in 'he whole city, and of course they 
must bo at SDCU distances apart lhat It is 
almoit impossible for one to call another. 
Supytse Ihe officer does attract the atten- 
tion of his comrades and get help, even 
then tho force is too small to cope with a 
mob, and some one- must ba sent Is tho aia- 
tioa house for the relief. This occasions 
a delay, and tho row is over bcforo the re- 
lief arrives at the scene of action. 


tbe hours ol labor. 
The time for a strike is 


when ctpliailuls know uol what to do with 
their money iuitead of a time when tbey 
know not wliwe to look f»r money to keep 
things running at present rates. 


Another fact which the strikers seem en- 


tirely to have overlooked is the over pro- 
duction of the present time. 
Tho country 


is full of goods, while trade this spring is 
exceedingly dull in all our large cities. 
It 


is tuo very point of tirna for mills to di- 
minish production, for it is about us safe to 
do nothing now as it is to add to Ihe slock 
of manufactured goods in the country. 
So 


the manufacturers reason, and therefore* 
tell the strikers they do not care whether 
tbelr mills run or not. 
A general strike at 


tbe present time would quicken sales, in- 
crease prices of manufactured goods, and 
carry down the price of cotton conditions 
which are always favorable to manufactur- 
ers. The price of coltou today makes il a 
question whether goods can be manufac- 
tured from it and sold at a remunerative 
rate. 


LOCAL AFFAIRS. 


We can see therefore but one result of 


tho present strike, and that is failure. 
In 


this we do not rejoice. 
We believe the 


demands of the strikers are in tho main 
just. 
Wa only question the wisdom of the 


time they have chosen and tho means they 
employ for accomplishing needed change. 


Our fauh is Ihut if the strikers of the 


country would expend one half tho money 
they lose by strikes lu enlightening the peo- 
ple through the preaa and by public speak- 
ersnoQeerniug the wrongs ol the labor sys- 
tem; if instead of lorming a distinct parly 
they would demand of the candidates of 
both parties an assurance of attention to and 
the removal of thoso wrongs, 
they would 


sooner accomplish those objects for which 
they ore striving. For they may bo sure 
that these are days when men read newspa- 
pers, and when candidates want votra. 
No 


real abuse 
can long resist a vigorous 


onslaught of tho press. And if the work- 
ing men of New England or of Rhode 
Island would unitedly give lue politicians to 
understand lhat there are certain changes 
in matters of labor that must bo made, the 
politicians would not bo long in making 
them. 
For if there be one thing above 


another to which Ihe average American 
politician is' sensitive it is thoso public 
wrongs whose continuance threaleu him 
with loss of vott-s and retirement from Ihe 
public crib. This is bis vulnerable poinl, 
and a good mark for strikers to aim at. 


Criminals, when arrested, are too lenient- 


ly dealt with here. 
Men are arrested at 


night, and discharged tho next day. 
This 


ought not to continue. Every porson wh o 
ia arrested should bo brought before the 
court,nnd punished as the circumstances de- 
mand. 
Not till then will our roughs en- 


tertain a wholesome Kspect for tho officers. 
Rescuing a prisoner, and atsaulting 
an 


officer are comparatively rare offences in 
Now York and Boston, but here we have 
attempted rescues two nights in succeisioc, 
and our officers say that they rarely make 
an arrest without being resisted ; in .many 
cases their clothes have been torn, and tleir 
persons injured. We cannot expect the po- 
lice to make arrests if arrcstine a man 
means fighting him and all his friends. 


THE STRIKE. 


IF any person questions whether a day's 


work of ten hours in a mill is long enough 
it is probable that a few day's experience of 
eleven or twelve heurs would settle his 
mind uudoubtingly 
and permanently.— 


And if anybody questions whether men and 
women and children should have more than 
three quarters of on hour to wash, go homo 
cat dinner, and return to the mill, an expe- 
rience of a fow weeks would doubtless set- 
t'B that matter also, 


We assume, then, that the hours of mil 


labor are too many when extended beyon 
ten hours each day, and that|sixty hours o 
work in a week aro enough for any corpo 
ration to require of its help. And it avail 
nothing to ssy that farmers in haying Urn 
wort sixteen hours in a day.

out of employment, who would be glad at 
moderate wages to engage in any other 
business that would afford, what workmen 
most need, steady employment. 


The total manufacturing capital now in- 


vested in the boot and shoe business at Au- 
burn Ma., is $2..ilOO,000. 
The business 


gives employment to 2108 hands, of which 
1571 are males tind tho rest females. 
The 


boots and shoes pay-roll annually foots up 
$800,400. There are twenty shoe factories 
:n Auburn, and last year thoy consumed 4,- 
058.700 pounds of leather and turned out 2,- 
500,000 pairs of boots and shoes, valued at 
$3,415 000. It is expected that the value of 
this product for the present year will reach 
nearly five millions ol dollars, as it is evi- 
dent that the business is to grow faster 
than ever.

A TBKR1DLE DISASTIH. 


Duos, III., May 4.—The Iron bridge at 


this place Toll with a terrible crash tbli ut- 
ternoou, while crowded with people to wit- 
ness a baptism. 
Thirty-two bodies have 


been recovered and many uore are supposed 
to be under the wreck. 


At the time of the accident the rite of 


baptism was being administered lo a 
num- 


ber o I young converts to one of (he Baptist 
churches here at a point Iu Rock ltl?er,.|ust 
below the Truesdell Iron bridge, and about 
200 persons, including many ladles and a 
number of children, had gathered on the 
bridge to witness the ceremony. Suddenly, 
without warnlns, the bridge gave way and 
precipitated Its living freight into the stream 
below. 
The scene which ensued was Inde- 


scribably terrible as the struggling victims 
vainly endeavored to free themselves from 
tho ruins of the bridge, and from each other. 


Large crowds of people on 
the banks 


rushed wildly to aud fro, many of them dis- 
tracted with terror as to be unable to render 
any assistance. Others were eelf possessed 
and speedily brought ropes, planks and boats 
and went nobly to work to rescue the living 
and recover the dead. 
Some of thoso who 


were on the bridge when it fell were 10 near 
tile edge that they were able to roach land 
without assistance, while others were fortu- 
nately In reach of those on shore.
